and probably could have been 
prevented. A t this time of year, 
people frequently go out even 
ings, weekends or on vacation 
trips and fail to take simple 
precautions 
to 
protect 
their 
homes and property. “It won t 
happen to m e”, “I have noth­ 
ing to take, w'hy would anyone 
break into my home’ is all too 
often the comment of many. 
U nfortunately, 
the 
burgl ir 
I doesn’t think in 
those I 
us 


round, if your home looks like 
an easy m ark . . . in he’ll go. 
Something can and must be 
done 
to 
curb 
this 
menace. 
Statistics show homes account 
for four of every ten burgla­ 
ries. People can help by taking 
a few simple steps to discou­ 
rage burglars. Chief McCurdy 
pointed 
out 
several 
precau­ 
tionary steps to take th at in­ 
volve virtually no expenditure 
and could mean coming home 
to everything as you left it. 


Leave two or three 
lights 
“on” in the house during even 
ing hours. Tim ers th at auto­ 
m atically turn lamps on and 
off every day, are 
available 
and are especially useful w’hen 
a family is away on vacation 
Lights going on and off every 
evening create a “lived-in ap 
pearance in the home and tend 
to confuse and discourage i 
would-be burglar. 
P ut good locks on all out 
side doors. It is not uncommon 
to find substantial jimmv-proof 
locks on the front and back 
doors, but with the cheapest 
possible lock holding an out 
side porch door. French doors 
too, are usually secured with 
only the flimsiest sort of de 
vice. It is a good idea to look 
ov. r all doors in your house 
and see just how secure they 
icn 
a- 


Windows are usually a weak 
point 
in 
most 
homes, 
too. 
Screens 
and 
storm windows 
should be hooked on the inside 
to prevent them 
from being 
lifted off their fram e. Safety 
latches which perm it window’s 
to open only p art of the w’ay, 
sufficient for 
ventilation, are 
also a good idea. Since some 
burglars are expert climbers, 
be sure to use them on second 
floor windows. 
Stop all deliveries when leav­ 
ing for a vacation. It is better 
to call the dairy than leave a 
note for the milkman, burglars 
can iead, too. H ave your news­ 
paper forw arded to your vaca­ 
tion spot and you’ll be able to 
keep up on all the local news. 
Talk to your local post office 
about holding your mail and 
ask a neighbor to pick up cir­ 
culars or handbills that might 
be left on your porch while 
you are gone. 
People m ust take some of 
the responsibility for prevent­ 
ing 
burglary 
themselves. By 
following these simple steps, 
the responsibility of a crime 
is lessened. Apprehending the 
criminal is the job of your po­ 
lice 
departm ent. 
But, 
Chief 
McCurdy w ent on, the war a 
gainst burglary can only ef­ 
fective! v be carried out with 
the home-owners’ full coopera­ 
tion. Please do your part.
